New York, April 13.—[Special,}—Maj.-Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles and the ordnance boards of

les charged with highly explosive gelatine. 

The tests were made on Hast Island, which 
is situated in Long Island Sound, about 
three miles from Glen Cove. It was only by 
a miracle that some of these officers did not 
lose their lives owing to the explosion of 
the gun during the test. One of the specta- 
tors received an ugly wound. 

The new gun is so constructed that the ex- 
plosion of fifteen pounds of smokeless 
powder in the main chamber of the piece 
produces a pressure of air equal to 850 pounds 
for each square inch of surface. The gun 
has a four-inch bore and is the only one 
ever constructed being capable of projecting 
a missile of the nature of the ones used 
in the test. It was designed by Howell B. 
Elwell of the Sims-Dudley Defense company, 
and was operated by him during the exhibi- 
tion.

Woman He Never Heard Of Swears Out 
a Warrant for His Arrest for 
Alleged Assault. 


A plan to humiliate Ald. Magnus C. Knud- 
son of the Seventeenth Ward by having a 
constable arrest him in the Council Cham- 


ber just as he was about to take his seat for 


the first time was frustrated yesterday 
afternoon by Ald. Revere, Mr. Knudson’s 
colleague. Early in the afternoon Mr. Re- 
vere heard a warrant for the arrest of Mr. 
Knudson on the charge of assaulting a 
woman had been issued by Justice Prindi- 
‘ville. At first he thought it was a joke, as he 
had not forgotten Ald. Maurice M. O’Con- 
nor's recent trial for a similar offense after

to the Justice’s office and learned such 3 
warrant had actually been issued. He waa 
told a woman calling herself Mrs. Mary 
Hanlon had called on Justice Prindiville and 
accused Ald. Knudson of striking her in the 
face with his fist. She showed a cut on the 
left side of the face which she said Mr. 
Knudson had inflicted. According to the 
clerk the woman refused to give her address 
and also declined to tell how the Alderman 
happened to strike her. 

Ald, Revere sent for his colleague, and to 
prevent the conspiracy from being success- 
ful Mr. Knudson immediately accompanied 
him to the Justice’s office and gave bond in 
the sum of $200. 

Ald. Knudson later had this to say: 

I never heard of Mrs. Hanlon and do not 
believe she lives in this ward. I do not be- 
lieve any one will appear to prosecute when 
the case is called in Justice Prindiville’s 
court at 10 o’clock on Wednesday morning. 
I never assaulted a woman in my life and 
never shall. I do not recollect even brushing 
against a woman on the street in a way that 
she could object to. I believe friends of ex- 
Ald. O'Connor tried to put up a job on me to 
disgrace me in the same way he was. He is 
very angry at me because I defeated him. 

“We seem to be pretty bad fellows out in 
my ward for assaulting women,” said ex- 
Ald. O’Connor when asked what he knew of 
the alleged assault of his successor in the 
Council. Did I cause the warrant to be 
sworn out? Not on your life, and I did not 
know anything about it until I was told 
about it. I don’t know that he is any better 
than the rest of us, though, and he may have 
assaulted the woman. Who knows?“ 


WATCHING FOR SMALLPOX SUSPECTS. 


Health Officers Will Famigate a Bal- 
timore and Ohio Trainload 
of Emigrants. 


Acting on information received from the 
health authorities of Baltimore, Dr. Wade 
and Dr. Nolan, inspectors of the Chicago 
Health Department, met the Baltimore and 
Ohio through train at 3:30 this morning at 
the Grand Central Station, prepared to vac- 
cinate and thoroughly fumigate ninety emi- 
grants who are believed to have been ex- 
posed to smallpox on their voyage to this 
country. The inspectors had assistants, 
fumigating apparatus, vaccine, and omni- 
buses in ample supply. 

The steamer Crefeld arrived in Baltimore 
from Hamburg on Saturday night, bringing 
among its passengers in the steerage 100

emigrants, men, women, and children, from 


Germany. Ninety of these were destined 
for Chicago, and took the first available 
train over the Baltimore and Ohio for this 
city. 

After they had left Baltimore the health 
officers learned that there had been a case 
of smallpox in the steerage during the voy- 
age, and that there was good reason to fear 
some or all of the Chicago-bound party had 
been exposed and possibly infected. So the 
Baltimore officials wired the Chicago au- 
thorities about the case. 

Prompt measures were taken to meet the 
train, and nip any possible danger of the 
pest before it had a chance to fasten on the 
city.

MURDEROUS RAID BY MEXICAN INDIANS. 


Attack on the Town of Juquela in 
Which Many People Are Killed 
and Wounded. 


Oaxaca City, Mexico, April 18.— Rebel 
Indians at the Town of Juquela made a raid 
today, and killed all the Town Councillors, 
school teachers, local priest, Chief of Police, 
and the telegraph operator. The people 
are in terror, and troops have been sent for 
the relief of the town. 

The Indians began their plotting in holy 
week, instigated by Indian lawyers, who in- 
formed them that the new State taxes were 
unconstitutional, but the authorities paid no 
attention to the excitement among them, 
considering they were engaged in their 
usual drunken celebration of the season. 
Procuring arms and machetes the 
Indians made a rush for the town 
hall and the Prefect hastily 
closed the doors, which they soaked with 
petroleum and burned, thus effecting an en- 
trance, sacking the place, and penetrating 
the private apartments of the Prefect gross- 
ly maltreated the women of his family, and 
then, turning attention to the officials and 
armed servants, killed and wounded several. 
The Indians were possessed with fury, and 
it was absolutely Ampossible for respectable 
inhabitants to control them, as all were 
drunk and maddened. 

The mob, after sacking the town hall, 
went to the Federal stamp office and as- 
saulted it, burning down the outside door. 
Collector Graciada, who was on the roof, 
with his clerks, managed to escape by jump- 
ing for their lives. Many shops were burned 
after being sacked, and the Indians deco- 
rated themselves with stolen finery. They 
all fied on the approach of the soldiers and 
are now in the hills.

Medical Faculty at Ann Arbor Pur- 
poses to Increase Requirements. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., April 13.—[{Special.]— 
It is proposed by the medical faculty to 
make the course here in effect a six-year one, 
corresponding to the recent advance in re- 
quiremnts made by the Harvard Medical 
School. Many students here now do the lit- 
erary and medical courses together in six 
years by combining their work and getting 
credit on some of it in both departments at 
the same time. It is proposed to make this 
a requirement instead of optional, so that 
every physician will have to possess a lit- 
erary degree as well as his M. D.

O, the experiments have not progressed 
far enough yet for me to be able to say, but 
the indications are favorable. The germs 
have been stunned, anyway.“ 

“And you claim the light. can be thrown 
through the body in the same way, killing 
disease germs?” , 

Not the light, but the magnetic lines of 
force. My theory is that absolutely no light 
enters into it at all, but simply that magnetic 
lines of foree are thrown down from the

No; because it would only be applied lo- 
cally. We simply hasten changes that are 
taking place gradually. If the changes were 
taking place all over the body the patient 
could not live a minute. It would be electro- 
cution instead of electrolysis.” 

** Suppose the disease is general over the 
body and the blood is affected, how are you 
going to localize it?“ 

I haven't taken time to think over how 
I would localize such a disease. It takes 
time,“ claimed the doctor, earnestly. 

Dr. Pratt said, ha had. applied. X. rays for 
two hours to two patients of his who had 
cancer of the stomach, and while they had 
been hysterical before the treatment it had 
a remarkably calming effect. ’ 

** Do you infer that you have killed off any 
disease germs in these patients?’ 

It is too early to tell positively; they may 
only have been stunned.”’ 

Prof. Hugh Wightman of Harvard Medical 
College has been assisting Dr. Pratt in the 
experiments. 


LIGHT OBTAINED FROM X RAYS. 


New Results from Tests Made a Mile 
Above Sea Level. 

Denver, Colo., April 13.—A peculiar eléc- 
trical phenomenon was noticed here yester- 
day by the experimenters in X rays. Dur- 
ing the exposure of a plate under the Crookes 
tube one of the professors approached the 
big induction coll, holding an incandescent 
bulb in his hand. Instantly the globe began 
to glow with a bright blue light, which last- 
ed as long as the globe was within a dozen 
feet of the coil. The altitude, it is claimed, 
is responsible for the high degree of ex- 
haustion obtained in the lamps and tubes, 
the light, dry air avoiding what is technic- 
ally known as “ air wash in the bulb.

With true patriotism he would ask 
where lie the honor and credit of our com- 
mon country, where rest the interests of 
our whole people? 

For one I believe our country’s honor de- 
mands scrupulous fidelity to her plighted 
word, honest payment of her obligations, 
and that the people's interests are best 
served by strictly . here the mone- 
tary standard of the civilized world. Free 
coinage of silver, or its compulsory purchase, 
or any compromise legislation by us in that 
direction in my judgement is distinctly class 
legislation, which would unsettle business, 
impair credit, reduce all savings gnd the 
value of wages, and whose injurious results 
no man can measure. We are still ready, as 
we alweys have been, to confer with other 
nations upon any sound system of interna- 
tional bimetallism. I have misunderstood 
the teachings of Jefferson, and the traditions 
and principles of our party if they do not 
support this view, and sustain a Democratic 
administration in its resolute enforcement 
of it. With Jefferson truth never lay in 
compromise of principle, nor success in eva- 
sion of responsibility. Nor will they with 
us. Let us leave compromise and expedi- 
ency to the Republican party, which is ever 
ready to trim and evade to harmonize its 
warring factions. Let us, if need be, through 
discussion and agitation, find the truth, 
bravely assert it, and trust our cause to the 
censcience and patriotism of the people. 


Cleveland an Inspired Leader. 

The secret of Jefferson’s power and lead- 
ership was his steadfastness to principle. 
With firm belief in popular government, he 
trusted the intelligence of the people to cor- 
rect passing crrors and to establish safe and 
sound policies. Well has it been said of him 
that ‘he never in any stress deserted or 
even temporarily disavowed his principles. 
He never lost faith or courage. He did not 
trim his sails to every flaw on the political 
ocean, but waited through the longest un- 
promising days, with a noble patience, the 
powerful and steady gale which he was 
convinced would in time carry the Nation 
upon her true course.’ His courage, his 
faith, his resolute leadership have guided 
the latest, as they did the first of the Dem- 
ocratic administrations, which with vigor 
and patriotism have made dominant the 
wishes, the rights, and the welfare of ‘the 
whole people. Whatever the storm, what- 
ever the gusts of passion or of prejudice, 
however threatening the clouds of panic 
and disaster which have hung over all na- 
tions, our President has kept the rudder 
true.

HESING SPEAKS ON CIVIL SERVICE. 


Chicago Postmaster Talks to Milwau- 
kee Democrats on True Reform. 
Milwaukee, Wis., April 13.—{Special.]—The 
Jefferson club of this city celebrated the 
anniversary of its patron by a banquet at 
the Plankinton House tonight. Before the 
banquet there was a reception in the arcade 
of the hotel at which the wheelhorses con- 
scled each other over their recent defeat 
and were introduced to Postmaster Wash- 
ington Hésing of Chicago, who was the hon- 

ored guest of the evening. 

Covers were laid for 200, and 150 members 
of the Democratic club and fifty of their 
Republican friends sat at the banquet table. 

Washington Hesing of Chicago was the 
principal speaker. His subject was Jeffer- 
son and the Civil Service.“ He said: 

Thomas Jefferson was the father of civil 
service reform, George Pendleton the man 
who gave it legal existence, and Grover 
Cleveland the true exponent of its practical 
enforcement, a trio of unflinching and con- 
sistent ‘Democrats who, in honoring their 
country, and benefiting its institutions, have 
honored themselves. 

“Civil cervice means good government 
Administrative efficiency is the basis of good 
government. This is true of all countries 
but essentially so of the United States. Here 
the great questions of human liberty and of 
human freedom are decided and unalterably 
fixed in our Constitution. We have not 
however, reaped all the fruits of our free- 
dom. We have rather retrograded in some 
respects, and in doing so have caused some 
unthinking people to doubt the permanency 
of free institutions. When I said the per- 
manency of our institutions depends on the 
establishment of civil service some of my 
hearers may have thought that the state- 
ment was overdrawn. But is it not true that 
very largely nowadays freedom of election 
isa myth? I cannot speak with authority of 
Milwaukee, but of Chicago I know some- 
thing. 

“There the political machine controls 
nominations through the agency of fraudu- 
lent and corrupt primaries. Indeed, such a 
hollow farce have the primaries become that 
most voters have ceased to attend them. 
Even the machine has grown tired of holding 
farcical primaries, and this spring many 
candidates were selected by so-called polit- 
ical leaders without holding any primaries 
at all. [Note—Only Democratic nominations 


were made in this way.] Can any one detect 


any difference between a system which 
places the election of public officials in the 
hands of a corrupt machine and the princi- 


ple of ordering a constituency fo elect a cer- 


tain candidate, which was formerly the cus- 
tom of the absolute monarchs of England? 
Patronage was the principal weapon of these 
absolute monarchs. Public offices were be- 
stowed without regard to personal fitness. 
The trade and the commerce of the nation 
were placed in the hands of monopolists for 
a consideration. In fact, the fine art of pro- 
tection and monopoly was applied in a man- 
ner sufficient to make a McKinleyite turn 
green with envy. 

The speaker quoted from letters and con- 
versations of Jefferson to show his hatred of 
the spoils system introduced, he claimed, 
during the administration of President Mon- 
roe, and said that during his eight years in 
the Presidency Jefferson made but thirty- 
nine removals. 

“The trigger that sped the bullet into a 
Republican President—Garfield—was pulled 
by the power of patronage; the dastardly as- 
sessination of a Democratic Mayor—Carter 
H. Harrison—upon the threshold of his own 
home was prompted by the spoils system. 
Thus both the leading parties of this country 
contributed their victims to a most nefarious 
and rapidly disappearing system. Civil ser-

But the real strength of the demand for free 
silver in the South and West is a protest 
against the prostitution of the National Gov- 
ernment to the service of the banks and stock 
gamblers; against such corrupting jobbery 
as we have seen in the selling of bonds to a 
favored syndicate for millions less than they 
were worth in open market. The true basis 
of a national currency is that of the national 
credit. It is not the 4 function of gov- 
ernment to go into the king business or 
to loan its credit to banks. It is the proper 
function of government to issue money. 
This is sound sense and Jeffersonian doc- 
trine. 

“ Yet the money question, important as it 
is, is trivial as compared to the question of 
taxation. If the Democratic party would 
escape defeat it must declare for the Jeffer- 
sonian principle of free trade. It must strike 
protectionism where it lives, and demand not 
tariff for revenue only, but the abolition of 
all tariffs. A tariff for revenue only is mere- 
ly a somewhat milder robbery than a tariff 
for protection. Any tariff for revenue must 
tax the poor more than the rich; must en- 
gender corruption and foster rings. It is 
time to raise the Democratic standard for 
the only practicable free trade—no tariff at 
all. This will make the Democratic party a 
single tax party. The moment the Demo- 
cratic party frankly adopts this and fear-

PROVING HOLMES’ STORY A FICTAON. 


Inspector Fitspatrick Points to a Se- 
ries of Falsehoods in the 
Lurid Confession, 


Chief Badenoch and Inspector Fitzpatrick 
discussed H. H. Holmes’ tale of slaughter 
with hilarity yesterday. The claims of the 
Englewood druggist developed all sorts of 
falsehoods and surdities upon examina- 
tion, and Chicago police, from their work on 
the case last summer, are the men to prove 
the confession is largely fiction. 

“Ten victims have been fastened upon 
Holmes,“ said Inspector Fitzpatrick, ‘‘ and 
that much was done without assistance from 
him last summer. This lurid confession does 
not increase that number by a single au- 
thenticated murder, while perhaps a half- 
dozen the document quotes as among the 
slain are either alive and well or never ex- 
isted. As I take it, this story is a fake,“ 
compiled from all the sensational stories 
printed at the time of the great excitement 
over the case. 

The victims we are willing to concede to 
Holmes are Pitzel and his three children, 
Mrs. Conner and her daughter Pearl, the 
Wiliams sisters, Miss Cigrand, and possibly 
Miss Van Tassel. A lot of others, concern- 
ing whom the most imaginary stories were 
printed last summer as being probably vic- 
tims, are given in Holmes’ alleged list of 
bona fide murders. Three at least are known 
to be alive: 

Robert Latimer, ex-janitor at the Cas- 
tle’; now dwelling at No. 759 Sixty-third 
street. 

Dr. Thomas Russell, given as his first 
victim; now in charge of a hospital at Grand 
Rapids, Minn. 2 

L. A. Warner, said to have burned in 
the flery furnace; now a traveling man with 
a wide acquaintance in Chicago. 

“Two mythical victims are Banker 
Rogers and F. S. Jones,“ an Indianapolis 
notary, neither of whom ever existed.“ 

Franklin Thomas, No. 134 East Madison 
strect, knows L. A. Warner intimately and 
has talked with him in Chicago since 
Holmes’ imprisonment. 

I last saw him six months ago,“ said Mr. 
Thomas. He is a jobber in novelties and 
makes Chicago two or three times year. 
He laughed about Holmes’ „fakes the last 
time we talked over the case. 

Miss May Hutchins, a stenographer, 
whose home is No. 630 West Sixty-first 
street, told me recently she exchanged let- 
ters with another of Holmes’ ‘ victims —one 
of the women said to have been killed by 
him, although I forget now which one.“

For the last four days no official news has 
been given out at the Captain-General’s 
office and rumors are rife of a struggle in 
which the insurgents came out victorious, 
No -details can be obtained, but there bas 


been. considerable hurrying and scurrying { 


around the palace. 

„The landing of the expeditions under Col 
lazo, Garcia, and Braulio Pena has caused 
a bad effect here, especially as the coast was 
supposed to be so well guarded.. I am in- 
formed of the real detajis of the Collazo ex- 
pedition. It seems that while the expedi- 
tion was landing its arms and ammunition a 
cruiser hove in sight and the vessel carry- 
ing the éxpedition put out to sea, being pur- 
sued by the cruiser, whose searchlight was 
used to discover the vessel. In the meantime 
the force of coast patrol came up and capt- 
ured a score of rifle boxes and carried 
them to the nearest town, which was Car- 
denas, and placed them in a warehouse on 
the outskirts of the town. During the night 
the Cuban forces, which were to protect the 
landing of the expedition and who had been 
informed of the departure of the arms, 


overpowered the guards at the warehouse, . 


and the reinforcements arrived, recaptured 
the arms taken from the Cuban expedition, 
and carried them away, while a detail of 
insurgents protected the retreat and held 
the Spanish troops in check.”’

Gen. Booth remained obdurate to the most 
evident necessities of the army in the United 
States and insisted on subservience to his 
own ideas. He was severe to harshness 
with his son for such deviations from the 
outlined course as he dared to make, and the 
statement of the Booths expresses this 
strongly when it says: 

First to last he impressed us with his displeasure 
and dissatisfaction with us personally and with our 
method of administering affairs. 

It is easy to see why Ballington Booth 
lost confidence in the General under such a 
system of something like persecution, Itis 
apparent also that he could take no other 
course than secede when the order came 
which meant practical dismissal, sending 
him to another post. It is the old Ameri- 
can rebellion against English oppression 
over again. The strong characters of these 
two men, father and son, and the influences 
of their separate environment made their 
parting inevitable. The statement: in- 
cludes many details in this conflict of wills 
that emphasize this point, but nowhere 
contains any personal attacks on the Gen- 
eral or his sympathizers. It will stand out 
in contrast in this respect to the interviews 
and official utterances which have come 
from the Salvation Army leaders since 
Ballington Booth and his wife started their 
independent organisation. These are fa- 
miliar to all who have followed the course 
of the dissension, and are summarized well 
by the Booths themselves in these words: 

Apart from the above reasons, the unjust mani- 
festoes and un-Christidn Assertions made by the 
leaders of the army and their representatives in 
this country, particularly their comparison of our 
movement with the Moore scandal, their state- 
ment that we fell beneath the art of flattery 
and temptation,’’ the unrebuked and excused as- 
sertion by one of their trusted staffs that I (Bal- 
lington Booth) am insane, and the most abomina- 
ble reflections upon the private character of Mra. 
Booth, which have proceeded from another staff 
officer, have been sufficient reason for refusing 
to entertain any suggestions of returning to the 
ranks of the old movement. 

When such utterances as these have been 
possible it is not to be supposed this state- 
ment by Ballington Booth and his wife will 
end the controversy. Denials and counter- 
statements are to be expected, and it is to 
be feared and regretted that the admirable 
aims of the Salvation Army and the new 
Volunteers will be lost sight of in the new 
contention for public approbation. 


THE SECRET RUSSO-CHINESE TREATY. 
The news which comes from the Orient 
via the Pacific confirms that which recently 
traveled from the same quarter across the 
Atlantic—namely: that Russia and China 
lave agreed upon the terms of a secret 
treaty by which the latter will be virtually 
reduced to the conditions of a Russian pro- 
tectorate. 2 

It is stated that in consideration of cer- 
tain important privileges Russia is to stand 
by China as against all other powers and 
shall have the right to use the Chinese 
frontier if it becomes. necessary to 
move on Corea. In consideration of this 
preference it is understood China will throw 
open all her ports to Russia and provide 
coaling stations for Russian warships. She 
is also given the right to build any number 
of, branches of her Siberian road into 
| Chinese territory, and if necessary will be 
given an island near Viadivostock for pur- 
poses of fortification. 

There is notliing improbable in any of 
these statements. The terrible defeat 
which the Chinese received at the hands of 
the little Japanese General who passed 
through this city a few days ago left them 
helpless, hopeless, and demoralized. In 
such a condition they would eagerly accept 
the chance to turn to the Ozar and lean 
upon his powerful arm as a protection 
against Japan or any other nation. On the 
other hand, Russia has everything to gain 
by establishing a protectorate over China, 
as it leaves nothing in the way of her colos- 
sal march across Asia. Hence it is not un- 
likely, as is stated, that Li Hung Chang is 
going to Moscow, not alone to witness the 
coronation of the Czar; but to ratify this 
treaty. What the other powers may do in 
such case is another story. 


HOPKINS AGAINST FREE SILVER. 

Ex-Mayor Hopkins says he is not, and 
never was,al6tol freesilverite. He did at- 
tend the meeting of the State Central com- 
mittee at which the abortive free silver con- 
vention of last year was called, but he says: 

Reports of the meeting of the Central committee 
will show I fought the thing for three hours. 
When I left Springfield at noon the committee 
had agreed to postpone action for four weeks. be- 
cause I insisted we should have time to find out 
what the people of Cook County thought of such 
& move. Subsequently Hinrichsen insisted upon 
the motion to call a convention being put, and it 
was carried. I was not at the convention, but 
had then gone to Europe. I think, however, the 
boys elected me a delegate to it. 


It was stated in the papers at the tinfe 
that he did not deem it polific to call the 
convention. As regards his present posi- 
tion he says: 

I never was a free coinage, at the ratio of 16 
to 1. Democrat, nor am I a single standard gold 
bug. My idea is the Democrats of Illinois should 
drop this money question and go to fighting the 
Republican party. By talking of nominating 
Presidential and Gubernatorial candidates on a 
silver platform they are simply fighting one an- 
other and splitting their own party. 

Nothing but the obstinate silence which 
Mr. Hopkins preserved on the money ques- 
tion long after he returned from Europe 
with his voice restored could have induced 
Tue Trisune to suspect that he had taken 
any stock in the financial vagaries of Alt- 
geld and Hinrichsen. 

Mr. Hopkins is a shrewd Chicago busi- 
ness-man, and this paper did not feel in- 
clined to believe that such a man could 
think the substitution of bad for good 
money could help him personally or benefit 
the laboring classes of this or any other 
city. It gave Mr. Hopkins edit for know- 
ing that the workingmen are the chief suf- 
ferers by rotten money, and that only reck- 
less speculators can make any gain out of it.

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Dx HARPER AND THE BOARD OF ED 
unos. 
It is rumored, not entirely without reason, 


that Charles 8. Thornton, who is to retire | 


from the Board of Education within a day 
or two, is to be succeeded by President 
Harper of the University of Chicago; and 
to make the rumor still more sensational 
it is added that Mayor Swift has promised 
that he will be guided by him in all of his 
subsequent appointments to the board. If 
Dr. Harper’s capacity for exhausting and 
multifarious labors were not so well known 
such a report might be at once dismissed as 
incredible, in view of his present engage- 


ments, but it gathers probability from the 


alleged motive for this somewhat surpris- 
ing program. The object is, it is said, to 
correlate the high schools with the uni- 
versity and to give Dr. Harper a following 
in the board which will enable him to urge 
his measures with some show of success. 

This scheme may be either beneficial or 
mischievous, according to the nature of its 
details. Dr. Harper would certainly be a 
useful as well as an ornamental ‘figure in 
the Board of Education. His wide and in- 
timate acquaintance with pedagogical prin- 
ciples and methods could not fail to be of 
immense value to the body, and his standing 
As a scholar would tend to elevate the stand- 
atd of the board, which some people just 
now are fond of assailing. It is also pos- 
sible enough that his projected reform may 
be of a character that will command uni- 
versal approval. 

There is nothing inherently pernicious in 
a correlation of the public schools with the 
universities, but, on ‘the contrary, on the 
first blush it strikes one favorably. There 
are those, however, who see much in it to 
cause apprehension. Principal Westcott of 
the North Division High School, for in- 
stance, is violently opposed to it on the 
ground that it will reconstruct the high 
school curriculum in the interest of the 5 
per cent of pupils who are destined to the 
university and to the prejudice of the 95 per 
cent who cannot afford a university educa- 
tion. The objection is also urged that the 
university is a sectarian institution, and 
that it would be unfair and, in fact, intol- 
erable that the public schools should. be 
made the-tail to a sectarian kite. 

These objections are probably only straw 
men, set up to be knocked down. It seems 
to be perfectly safe to assume that Dr. Har- 
per possesses ordinary sense, and that he 
does ‘not contemplate nor desire anything 
that would be so invidious and impractica- 
ble. A committee of the National Educa- 
tional Association, of which Assistant 
Superintendent Nightingale is the. Chair- 
man, is now engaged in the work of ar- 
ranging uniform terms of admission to all 
universities and colleges, and is reported as 
hopeful of entire success. It is reasonable 
to suppose that Dr. Harper understands 
this and that, if he has any plans of correla- 
tion, they contemplate universal applica- 
tion. He need not be expected to recom- 
mend changes which would be subversive 
of the present high school curriculum and 
prejudicial to the interests of the great 
mass of the pupils. Mayor Swift and Dr. 
Harper are men of too much judgment to 
do anything in regard to this matter which 
will not command the approval of the entire 
community. 


GARBAGE RECORD BROKEN. 

The garbage deposits of the Second Ward 
have been inspected several times and 
many picturesque reports of its reeking 
condition have been made. This ward, 
which includes several of the finest resi- 
dences in the city, by general consensus 
carries off the reputation of being the filth- 
jest in the city. The details have been re- 
ported several times, but by some curious 
oversight the filthiest heap in this filthiest 
ward of the filthiest city in the universe, 
since the British compelled King Prempeh 
to clean up the streets of Coomassie so that 
the army could enter, has not been specified. 

To make the record complete Tun Tan- 
unn notifies Secretary Easley of the Civie 
Federation and the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment that there is on the southeast corner 
of Cottage Grove avenue and Twenty-fifth 
street a heap of garbage about four feet 
high, four feet wide, and ten feet long. 
It is not in the street or in the gutter, but di- 
rectly upon the sidewalk, which it has 
rendered nearly impassable. It is composed 
of two broken garbage boxes, three or four 
broken barrels, which were filled to over- 
flowing months ago. Since that time the 
garbage has been dumped upon the side- 
walk to the dimensions above stated. It is 
composed of dead animals, rotten vegeta- 
bles, newspapers, wall paper, ashes. tin 
cans, jugs, bottles, old hats, manure, etc., a 
large part of which has been generously con- 
tributed by qu adjacent saloon. Directly 
across the street is a blind alley with from 
ten to fifteen more heaps of garbage which 
are rapidly gaining upon this sidcwalk col- 
lection in quantity and quality. 

The southerly gales which are now blow- 
ing daily distribute the lighter stuff in these 
stinking heaps over the entire neighbor- 
hood. The hot weather on Sunday sent 
their odor in all directions, giving promise 
before the summer is over of inciting filth 
diseases in that part of the ward. It is 
nearly a year since any effort has been made 
to abate this dangerous nuisance. If it is to 
be left another year it will require either a 
viaduct to get over it or a tunnel to get 
through it. It is worth a visit as the gar- 
bage heap which is a record-bregker. 


SETBACK FOR GREATER NEW YORK. 
The bill for the organization of the Greater 
New York has been returned to the Legis- 
lature by the Mayors of New York and 
Brooklyn with their objections. The bill 
has to be passed again before it can go to 
the Governor for his signature. 

While it got good majorities in the Sen- 
ate and Assembly before it cannot get 
through the second time, if, as is reported, 
the Tammany members of the Législature 
have been instructed by the boss to oppose 
‘it. What his reasons for changing front 
are cannot be told-with certainty. It is said 

is irritated because a school law he ob- 

ed to was passed. But the Senators and 
Assemblymen whom he owns will not 
trouble their heads about his reasons. They 
will simply vote as he tells them to. 

If he says he does not want consolidation, 
they, uniting with the Brooklyn representa- 
tives and those Republicans from the coun- 
try districts who opposed the measure for 
political reasons—their unwillingness to tie 
Republican.

The experiments were made eight days ago 
and as yet no signs of life have appeared in 
the colonies of bacilli which were gathered 
in the tubes, Prof, Pratt explains the 
theory, as applicable to the body, in the fol- 
lowing manner: : | 

The magnetic force from the X ray will pass 
directly into the affected tissues. . Electrolysis will 
result. The chemical decomposition will liberate 
oxygen, which will unite with the free oxygen of 
the body and make ozone. Ozone will kill every 
bacterium the body may possess. The present state 
of the experiment proves outright murder in some 
instances and inability to work in others. The 
effect in either case will be eventually the same 
to the patient, the tissues in the latter instance 
gaining new strength and driving out the bacilli. 

If the experiments of these professors 
shall prove satisfactory, and the ray can be 
practically applied in the manner they indi- 
cat®, then the world will have nearly 
reached the end of the practice of medicine 
as a curative agent. There will be little 
left for practitioners but surgery, and sur- 
gery itself will largely depend for its suc- 
cess upon the X ray as the means of looking 
into the human body. ‘The therapeutic 
area also will have been greatly extended, 
for if the X ray will destroy the bacilli in the, 
human body it will also destroy the bacilli 
in horses, cattle, hogs, sheep, and all other 
domestic animals; and it might be used to 
advantage also in protecting plants, cereals, 
and vegetables from the parasitic germs 
which some years create such havoc. Ina 
word, if the X ray can utterly destroy the 
bacilli in the human or animal body then 
these professors have discovered the great- 
est marvel of science—a superscience more 
wonderful than miracles. 

There is another side to this question, 
however, to be considered. Prof. Wight- 
man himself says: “ While as yet there is 
no evidence of activity in any of the deadly 
collections of germs, he fears there may be 
left somewhere in the tubes a spark of life 
which shall spread itself over the entire 
mass.” If this doubt exists as to the actual 
conditions in a little tube, must it not be 
stronger ‘in the case of the human body? 
Suppose they have discovered that the ba- 
cilli can be killed in these tubes, yet they 
ure haunted with the possibility that if any 
fail to be killed they will go on increasing. 
Take a case of typhoid fever, for instance, 
which runs through the whole blood of the 
body and is manifested by a rise in tem- 
perature, under which condition the bacilli 
multiply enormously. How can they apply 
the X ray so as to destroy the bacilli which 
are circulating all over the body with the 
blood current? Typhoid fever runs for sev- 
eral days, until it reaches a crisis, upon the 
issue of which depends the life of the pa- 
tient. Is it claimed by these professors that 
during this crisis they can so manipulate the 
X ray as to kill every bacillus in the sys- 
tem or is it only practicable where the 
disease is purely local, as in the gout of a 
joint, dyspepsia in the stomach, or Bright's 
disease of the kidneys? Unless they can go 
through the whole system, illuminating the 
vital currents and killing the bacilli all 
alorig its course, they cannot be sure in any 
case where the disease is in the blood that 
the destruction is complete. It is to be 
hoped, of course, they may yet demonstrate 
they can do this, but even if they cannot 
and can only reach local diseases they will 
still have accomplished a marvelous work. 


In a long leading article under the heading

In the same period 
the value of the school property has in- 
creased from $16,000,000 to $51,000,000, an ad- 
dition of nearly $2,000,000 per year. Of all 
the people in the South, white and black, 
one in five is in attendance at school during 
some part of the year. This is the propor- 
tion in Saxony, which excels all countries 
in Europe. It is estimated that of the $320,- 
000,000 expended for education in the South 
in the last eighteen years one-fourth has 
been for the colored race.

PLATE-GLASS TRUST HITS. JOBBERS. 


Issues an Order Which They Fear Will’ 


Force Them All to Go Out of 
the Business. 


Unless the Attorney-General of [Illinois 
takes steps to prevent it the plate-glass trust 
within a short time, it is feared, will compel 
every plate-glass. jobber in the United States 
to go out of the business. Every jobber in 
Chicago got a letter on Friday notifying 
him the trust had withdrawn the price list 
tor stock sheets.“ 

The jobbers have been buying glass by the 
square foot in sheets and selling it to the 
trade in cut sizes. The price list for cut sizcs 
is left in force, but as the trust will sell to 
the consumer at the same price it allows the 
jobber to make, the latter, it is said, will not 
sell any more glass after the present stocks 
are exhausted. 

The managers of the Pittsburg monopoly 
frankly state to the jobbers they will open 
up warehouses in a short time in Chicago, 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, St. Louis, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Minneapolis, and per- 
haps other large cities as the needs of trade 
may demand. The trade of the whole coun- 
try will be supplied from these depots with- 
but the intervention of jobbers. 

Rumors that something of this sort was 
contemplated were circulated and denied for 
two months before they were confirmed. 
The plate-glass trade has been for a number 
of years in the hands of a limited number of 
strong houses. The letter of the trust is said 
to be tantamount to the confiscation of the 
good will of these houses. Some of them 
will continue in business as glass dealers, 
but they Nl have to reorganize on a reduced 
scale to handle other kinds of glass in which 
the competition is keen and the profits 
smaller. 

There are six firms in Chicago which will 
haye to discharge about 200 skilled employés 
and clerks, even if they continue in the glass 
trade at all. In New York there are twelve 
houses which sell almost nothing but plate- 
glass and some of them have been in busi- 
ness for fifty years. Several of the Chicago 
houses have men in their employment who 
have been with them for twenty or twenty- 
five years' and know no business but plate- 
glass. 

The trust has controlled the market abso- 
lutely for about a year, having completed its 
reorganization, by which all but three small 
factories were absorbed, about that time. 
It is believed the three independent factories 
will be closed as soon as the trust assumes 
control of the trade. The independent com- 
panies are the Standard of Butler, Pa., the 
American of Alexandria, Ind., and the Penn 
of Irwin, Pa. The trust, which operates 
under the name of the United States Glass 
company, has five big factories at Pittsburg, 
one at Kokomo, Ind., another at Elwood, 
Ind., and a third at Crystal City, Mo. 


HAMILTON CLUB SPLITS ON M'KINLEY. 


Resolution Favoring Uninstructed It 
nois Delegates to St. Louis Calls Out 
an Acrimonious War of Words. 


Members of the Hamilton club had a 
wrangle last night over McKinley, and after 
several hours of acrimonious discussion had 
to adjourn in the interest of harmony.

ager Pond of the Wisconsin Central, out- 


lining the principle involved, but after con- 


sideration it was decided to refer the matter 
back to the committee with instructions for 
them to use their discretion in the matter. 
Color Line Question. 
Another question which caused consider- 
able discussion was the color line. The En- 
tries committee, through C. P. Root, Chair- 


man, asked for instructions from the meet- 


ing relative to the exclusion of colored riders, 
and this, too, was left to the discretion of 
the committee. 

The election of the officers of the race was 
a surprise to many, as the report of the Nom- 
inating committee, which seemed to be pop- 
ular with the majority of the delegates a 
day or so ago, was changed in several cases. 

First of all the nomination of J. M. Erwin 
for handicapper was opposed, and the name 
of Sam Miles was placed in opposition and 


resulted in the close vote of 34 to 25 in favor 


of Erwin. 

For referee, R. G. Fisher was elected over 
F. J. Fanning by a vote of 31 to 27. The name 
of L. C. Jaquich, originally presented by the 
committee, was withdrawn.

Believes He Will Soon Be Placed Right 
by the L. A. W. 

Eddie Cannon Bald made a brief visit 
to Chicago yesterday, leaving last night for 
Syracuse. He has not decided as to enter- 
ing the Decoration day race at Charles River 
Park, Cambridge, Mass. He will do so if the 
Racing Board of the League of American 
Wheelmen raises his suspension in time, and 
it will be at least two weeks before finul ac- 
tion can be taken in regard to the matter. 
Bald says the selling of his prizes was not 
underhand work on his part, as after the 
abolishment of Class B by the League of

HUNGARY ADORNS IN GALA DRESS. 


Six Months’ Festivities Begin on May 
. Sone Thousand Years Old. 
Washington, D. C., April 13.— United States 

Consul Hammond, at Buda Pesth, transmits 
to the State Department an interesting re- 
port on the millenial exhibition at that place 
to commemorate the one-thousandth anni- 
versary of the foundation of Hungary, which 
he says will be of peculiar interest to Amer- 
ican tourists, running through the entire 
summer and fall of this year. 

— Some of the features of the celebration 

will be an artistic procession in which the 

participants will illustrate in their dress 
the customs of the Hungarians by periods 
during the last 1,000 years, the opening of 

500 schools by the government, and the as- 

semblage of a number of congresses of sci- 

entific and literary and artistic bodies. 

The festivities begin May 2 next, when the 
millennial will be inaugurated by the Em- 
peror.

Washington, D. C., April 13.—[Special.]— 
The case of the City of Cairo against the 
Illinois Central railroad, which involves the 
question as to whether the railroad can be 
compelled to run its through trains down into 
the city under the State law, which provides 
for stopping all trains at county seats, will 
come up in the Supreme Court tomorrow. 

A decision was made today to advance the 
case of Joseph R. Dunlop, editor of the Chi- 
cago Dispatch, who was convicted of send- 
ing obscene matter through the mails. 

The case is nominally set for Oct. 19, but 
court officials say there are many heavy 
criminal cases ahead of this and it is not 
likely to be reached for a considerable time 
after that date, and possibly not until after 
the holidays. 


WANT THEIR FLOUR TRADE BACK. 


Minneapolis Millers Ask for Reciproc- 
ity Laws. 

Washington, D. C., April 13.—John Crosby 
and Charles C. Bovy, representatives of the 
Washburn-Crosby company of Minneapolis, 
appeared before the Subcommittee on Reci- 
procity of the Ways and Means committee 
of the House today to urge the readoption of 
the reciprocal features of the tariff act. 
Their statement was supplemental to that 
recently made by Charlies Pilisbury. 

They say the laws of England and other 
European countries discriminate against 
American flour, and believe a reciprocity law 
could restore to the American millers their 
old business. 

It is the expectation of Secretary Morton 
to have covered back into the Treasury at 
the end of the present administration in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000 from the appro- 
priations. To do this he plans to save 300, 000 
a year.

The number of square feet now occupied 
by the postoffice is 122,000. The number of 
Square feet in the temporary building is 
only 104,000. The total working area at 
present inside the postoffice screen is 110,- 
6000, the lobby about 15,000. The rooms of 
the Postmaster and Assistant Postmaster— 


; mailing division, 54,000; city division, 
27,000; registry division, 8,500; inquiry di- 
vision, 1,700; cashier’s division, 2,500; rail- 
Way mail service, 11,000: Postoffice In- 

stors, 2,300; sundry offices, such as civil 
service, stock rooms, janitors’, printers’, 
files room, shop, etc., about 10,000 square 
feet. There are at present in this building 
a total of 151,000 square feet used for post- 
office purposes, including lobbies, walls, etc. 
For the temporary building I asked for 190,-

Space That Is Needed. 


“On that basis, with the growth of Chi- 
cage and with the increase in our postal re- 
ceipts as just figured, the new building ought 
to provide for 300,000 square feet of floor 
area devoted solely to postoffice purposed.

' portionate increase of 150,000 square 
feet now in use in this office to 300,000 square 
feet for the next ten years can be distributed 
equally over all the divisions. The total in- 
crease suggested is but 100 per cent, while 
the increase in receipts will certainly be not 
less than 125 per cent and the increase in 
the volume of mail to be handled will cer- 
tainly be 200 per cent. 

“The number of postoffice boxes and 
draw now in use is just about 1,000.
